Ir caxxor be expected, that one of my low, con- 
tracted Education, and humble Station, in Life, ſhould 
be able, to ſet forth the great Beauty, the true Scimetry, 
the perfect Harmony, the general Excellencies of this 
glorious Frame of Government, which ariſe from the 
ſtri ness of the Analogy, between its Structure and Oeco- 
nomy, and that of the Body natural; in the moſt ſtrong 
and extenſive Light. My View, in this Attempt, is to 
lead you, into 2 regular Chain of Thought, upon this 
important Subject. Every induſtiious, intelligent, free 
Agent may do much more, than I am able, But, I fla 
ter my ſelf, the flight Sketches, I have drawn of this 
great Conſtitution, muſt move every Man of Senſe and 
Virtue, who examines them, and has not, hefole, been 
better informed ; to look with an awful and ſacred Vene- 
ration, on the Inſtitution z to bleſs auſpicious Providence, 
that he was born under a Government, in which he 1s 25

or as JL FRED, the beſt and greateſt of our Brit 
Kings, ex preſſed it, as free, as the. Thoughts ef Man;

in order to intail thoſe Privileges entire, on lateſt Poſterity 
which the Wiſcdlom and Virtue of his great Anceſtors firl 
founded, and fince, more than once, wreſted Inch b 
Inch, out of the deſtructive Hands of Tyrents, andthi 
far, reiginully, ſecured to their Off. ſpring, at an im 
menſe Expence of civil” Blood and Treaſure.

The Legiſſative, or Law. making⸗ 
az well, as the ſupreme Judicative Power, and the go” 
verning Principles of our Policy, is veſted in the Parlia- 
ment, By the Precept and Example of which, all inferior 
Badies politic are to be ruled; and from Whom and un- 
der Whoſe Inſpection, do all the Magiſtrates, Judges 
and other Officers of the State, whether cv], eccleſaſtic, 
or military, derive and exercilt their Powers and Au- 
thorities, reſpectively. _ 


Wnar would you have thought of our Government, 
had you ſeen it, when Miſdom and Virtue were the only 
9vahfications, neceflary, to recommend a Man to the 
bi;4eſt Office, in the State? When every Place, from the 
get to the 1oweft, was filled, as Merit alone directed? 
Would there have been upon Earth, a more cloſe Copy of 
vine Perfection ?---Yer, fuch is the Foundation of our 
Conftitution, and fuch it continued, as long, as Men re- 
aned their Virtue and Freedom, And it is, yet, the ſole 
Fault of the People, if the Balance of their Legiſialure, 
e not, always, conſtituted upon the pure, original Prin- 
ples of our Policy.

Uros this, Henry the Second thought it no Hazard, 
to vilit Ireland. He, probably muſt have knowu, that 
the Minds of the People were prepared to receive him, 
. peaceably and honorably. He landed, in Mater, 
within the Territory of his late Subject, the Ear! of Siri. 
gul, now his Brother and Ally, the King of Leif. 
The Place and Manner of his landing, and the Number 
of his Army, being but a ſplendid Retinue of five hundred 
Knights, plainly ſhews, that this is to be looked on, 

only, as a friendly Viſit, not as an hoſtile Invafion. Thi 
ſeems further confirmed, by the Conſequences : For, the 
Iriſh were fo far from receiving this Royal Viſit, ini 
reſentfull, or hoſtile Manner, or from giving the King's 
Entry among them, any Degree of Oppoſition, that, i 
a few Days after his Arrival, all the Kings and Polentale, 
all the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, and Priors, gd 
_ eioufly and honorably, received bim, and freely, and vb. 
ttarily, ſubmitted ibemſelves, to his Government, cu,

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Army arrayed, or drawn out, on either Side, betygy 
the Engliſh and Iriſh; unleſs, in Proceſs of Time, up 
the Riſe of Rebellions ; the ſupprefling of which w 
never, in any Nation, looked upon as 4 Conqueſt. 9 
that, if England, with Reaſon and Juſtice, diſclames th 
Congueſt of William the Firſt, and other Tyrants, hoy

Joyed this Conqueſt, or Acqueſt of Ireland, till a ſuitabl 
Return for the Gife made, and for the Homage and 
Pealty Sworn, by the Kings and People of Ireland, was 
made, on the Part of the King: For, we find, that 
Henry the Second, before he left Ireland, called a General - 
Council, or ParLiamenT, at Liſmore, in which, th 
Laws of England were, freely and gratefully, and unani- 
mouſly, received, approved and confirmed, or ENACTeb; 
as Laws for Ireland, and th: due Obſervance of them 
enjoined and ratified, by the Oaths of the Parties : And, 
that the Ecclefraftic Eftate may not be left inſecure; a: 
Convocation of the Clergy was called, at Caſpell, wherein 
the Conſtitution of the Church was eſtabliſhed, upon the 
ſame Footing with that of England. Theſe Acts alone, 
could have intituled Henry the Second, and his Succeſlors, 
to claim any Power, or Authority Royal, in Ireland: 
For, in theſe, the King, demonſtrably, entered into a 
mutual Compact with the People, as well Clergy, as Laih. 
HE, on his Part, 0 govern them, by the Laws of Em- 
land; and THEY, on theirs, to -ſerve and obey him as 
their King, agreeable ts the Laws of England; which 
now became the eſtabliſhed Laws of Ireland: As they 
were received and confirmed, by common Conſent, in Coux- 
iL; by which alone, they could, in the future, 14
